Mile after 
mile of suburban streets are 
arched with elmg and much of the 
beauty of pasture and field is giv- 
en -hy the .“‘houg-glasses” of the 
elms standing alone above the 
grass and brush. 

The favor which the elm enjoys 
comes not only from its beauty 
but also’ from its strength and 
hardiness.

The county of Franklin has 
lost a population of 159 persons 
since the 1980 census, according 
to the final report of the census 
of 1940, which lists FrankJin 
county with a population of 
49,453. Northfields population is 
given as 1975 and is included in 
the list of towns which have made 
gains. Orange has gained but 
Montague shows a boss of 499. 
The following towns in the county 
show a gain: Ashfield, Bernards- 
ton, Buckland, Colrain, Conway, 
Erving, Greenfield, Heath, Lever- 
ett, Northfield, Orange, Shelburne, 
Warwick and Wendell. The fol- 
lowing towns show a loses: Charle- 
mont, Deerfield, Gill, Hawley, 
Leyden, Monroe, Montague, New 
Salem, Rowe, Shutesbury, Sunder- 
land and Whately. In a_ local 
check up, it would appear that 
our increase is largely due to de- 
velopments in the East Northfield 
sector, where expansion of the 
schools during the past ten years 
has taken place and many new 
homes erected for permanent 
residences. The state of Massa- 
chusetts is given a population of 
4,316,721 which is an increase of 
67,107 over the figure of 19380.

The Back Yard Gardener

Colorful, captivating, superb, 
exotic, stimulating. Yes folks, it’s 
seed catalog time.once again, and 
if you’re anything like me you'll 
have the time of your life build- 
ing gardens of dreams. Mine’s a 
perfect riot of color.amd, believe it 
or nct, it has no weeds and no 
bugs. You say you never saw such 
a garden. Well neither did I, dut 
I’m having a grand time imagin- 
ing that roach a thing could be 
true. It’s lots of fan. 

But here’s one thong I think 
we back yard gardeners ought to 
keep in mind as we build these 
fantasy gardens. It's this — & 
penny saved js & penny made. 
That old proverb does not apply 
too well to garden seed situation. 
it’s much better to remember thix 
adage—cheap seed is worth just 
what it costs. I think the experi- 
enre of all of us will bear that 
out. And of course I’m applying 
that to vegetable jpeeda_ os well as 
to flower seeds. 

Incidentally, I hope yea're plan- 
ning a few vegetables this year

as well as flowers. You'll recall 
when we were in the last world 
war everybody had gardens. It 
might ‘be well to have a vegetable 
garden in mind in case we get 
into this war. However, I think 
they are important war or no 
war. 

I was reading a report sent out 
by the New York Experiment 
Station in which they stated that 
they had tested over 200 samples 
of flower seeds. The results show 
plainly that there are some ex- 
cellent strains being offered by 
professional seedamen, ‘but on the 
other hand there are still far too 
many which are disappointingly 
and regrettably poor as to viggr, 
viability, and variety, 

They remarked about some 
packages marked mixed or mix- 
tures. Some of these were good, 
good, but the majority were rot 
go good. It was plainly evident 
that under the name of mixture; 
a large volume of very low value 
ttcck is sold to the unsuspeccing 
flower grower. 

The seed laboratory at the 
Mass. State college in Amherst 
has likewise. tested s.me flower 
seeds. Of course you can’t get a 


check on every type, and the only: 


way they have of testing varieties 
fs in the field. But at leat you 
could get a check on a particular 
company—that is, if you think 
that the company might be selling! 
you scmething which isn’t what} 
it is cracked up to be. I think 
you'll find, however, that most 
big seed companies are quite re- 
liable. They charge you a dig price 
as compared with cheap seed but 
it’s worth it in the end. I’m sure 
you'll be better satified with the 
results you get whilg planning 
your garden in an easy chair in 
front of the fireplace. 

Incidentally I noticed that the 
Waltham (Mass.) Field Station is- 
sued a list of the poputar varieties 
of hardy asters. They do a lot of 
testing work and, if you’re inter- 
ested in trying ~me of the new- 
er varieties, you might write to 
them and ask for a list of the 
best asters, sinnias, margolds, or 
whatnot! 


And while we're on the sab- 


ject of writing, may- I suggist|) 


that you write to the Audubon 
@ociety, Newbury strect, Basten. 
Mere., and ask for a copy of their 
boeklet on “Attracting Birds with 
Pood Plants.” They'll mt only at- 
‘tract birds but they'll attrect the 
attention of your friends and they 
will make your garden more et- 
treetive—iI mean the plants whieh 
they cerrest.

THE TOWN WEEKLY 


The backbone of American 
community life is to be found in| 
the small town newspapers, ac- 
cording to Arthur Kcbb, execu- 
tive editor of Editor and Publish- 
er. Mr. Robb explained recently 
the trend toward one-newspaper 
towns, and he recited some of the 
tremendous obstacles of small city 
newspaper in facing competition | 
of the metropclitan press. He said | 
that there are more than 1,000; 
cities out of a total of 1400 in! 
which there is no competition. 
Editor and Publisher reports the 
transfer of many newspapers 
from daily to weekly issues in 
communities where ‘‘no local 
newspaper cr radio competition 
exits.’ Mr. Robb spcke strongly 
in opposition to methods in busi- 
ness and in economic affairs that 
were thinning out the ranks of the 
country press. He added, “In the 
hands of the country press, it 
seems to me, the future of cur 
civilization largely lie®.”’

DOES FORD PAY GOOD WAGES? 


Here ARE SOME PACTS about Ford Labor. 


During the year ended November 30th, 
1940, the Ford Payroll throughout the 
United States averaged 113,628 hourly 
wage earners, not including office em- 
ployes, ssudenrs, or executives. They were 
paid $185,105,639.12. On this basis, the 
average annual wage was $1,629.05. 


According to the latest available govern- 
ment figures, the annual average wage of 
all workers in employment covered 
old age insurance law was $841.00. 


If the 45,000,000 workers of this country 
received the same average wage as Ford 
employes, they would have had additional 
wages of more than $35,000,000,000, thus 
increasing the national income about 
50%. Think what such an increase would 
mean to the workers of this country and 
to the American farmer, whose prices are 
based on the national income. 


Wage scales in the Ford Rouge plans are 
divided into three classifications: 


Unskilled . 
Minimum hiring wage . 75¢ per hour 


Sems-shilled ... 
Minimum hiring wage . 80c per hour 


Skilled 
Miata hiring wage . 90c per hour 
Higher wages are in consideration of 
ability and years of service. 


Minimum wage scales for unskilled labor 
at the Rouge plant are the highest in the 
industry. Top wages for skilled labor 
compare favorably with, or are higher 
than, wages in other automobile pladts. 


Now some facts on Ford labor conditions: 


Not only are sanitation and other health 
conditions the best in the industry, bat 
Ford also Icads in safety devices for che 
protection of employes. Proof of 
this is foun: in che following com- 


FO tt b 


parison of compensation insurance costs: 


The national average rate in automotive 
manufacturing plants as computed by the 
National Association of Underwriters is 
in excess of $1.50 premium on each $100 
payroll. The Ford cost of workmen’s 
compensation is less than 50c. 


This indicates that the chance of injury 
in a Ford plant is much less than in the 
average automobile plant. 


The Ford Motor Company has no age 
limit for labor, and in fact deliberately 
attempts to keep older workers working. 
The average age of Ford workers at the 
Rouge and nearby plants is 38.7. 


A recent check-up shows that nearly one- 
half the workers at these Ford plants were 
40 or over, falling into these ap~ groups: 


25,819 between 40 and 50 
14,731 between 50 and 60 
3,377 between 60 and 70 
417 between 70 and 80 
12 between 80 and 90 


In addition to the so-called regular em- 


‘ployes, the Ford Motor Company has 


hired, and now has on the payroll, at the 
same regular hourly wage, thousands of 
workers who are blind, crippled or other- 
wise incapacitated for normal productive 
work. They are not selected for their 
ability to build cars or to maintain the 
plant. They are on the payroll because of 
Henry Ford's belief that the responsibility 
of a large company to labor goes be 
yond the point at which the unfortunate 
worker-can no longet produce profitably.
